A. HE St. Mary-le-Bone General 
Dispensary is instituted for administering 
Advice and Medicines to the Sick Poor, in 
all cases of Physic, Surgery, and Midwifery. 

To th6 Charitable and Humane, this In- 
stitution appeals with the greatest confidence 
for support. When it is considered that each 
Subscriber may afford relief to many suffering 
poor, and rescue them from a premature 
grave: that he may administer Charity in 
the most essential way that it can possibly be 
given, that of alleviating Poverty struggling 
with Disease ; which constitutes the very 
height of human misery. 

To the female-Sex its benefits must appear 
the most forcible, the industrious Wife being 
attended with the utmost care at the time of 
her greatest Distress. 

The treatment of the Diseases of Children, 
constitutes a very large share of this Charity; 
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and Inoculation for the Cow-Pock is per- 
formed without any letter of recommenda- 
tion. 

The better to afford efficacy to Medicine, 
as the Poor are often in want of suitable 
food; they are supplied, at the discretion of 
the Physician and Surgeon, with Wine, Rice, 
Sago, Barley, Tapioca, &c. in all such cases, 
that particularly require that assistance.

A subscriber of one guinea per annum, consti- 
tutes a Governor, who is entitled to have one 
patient constantly on the books. 

III. 

A Subscriber of two, three, or four guineas per 
annum, is entitled to have a patient for each 
. guinea subscribed, constantly on the books. 

IV. 

Five guineas subscribed per annum, entitles a 
Governor to six patients constantly on the books. 

V. 

Subscribers of ten Guineas at one payment, or 
such as make up their last subscription within the 
year to that sum, shall be Governors for life, with 
the privilege of having two patients constantly 
on the books.

Every Governor, on paying their subscrip- 
tions, will take a receipt for the same, and will 
be furnished with proper letters of recommenda- 
tion for the admission of patients, which they are 
requested to sign, to prevent improper advan- 
tages being taken of the Charity. 

XI. 

Such Governors who may be absent from town, 
may appoint another Governor to sign his letters 
of recommendation, first giving notice thereof in 
writing at the Dispensary. 

A Genera} 
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XII. 

A General Quarterly Meeting of the Governors 
shall be held at the Dispensary, on the first Wed- 
nesday after each Quarter-day, at the hour of 
seven o'clock in the evening, for receiving the 
report of the Directors, and transacting whatever 
business concerning the Charity may be brought 
before them. Five Governors to constitute a 
board. 

XIII. 
The Patron, President, Vice-Presidents, 6r any 
one of them ; the Treasurer, or the Directors 
assembled at the Monthly Meeting, shall have 
power to call a General Meeting at any other time, 
giving at least one week's notice, by advertise- 
ment, in any three of the daily papers. 

XIV. 

The particular business, for which any extraor- 
dinary meeting may be called, shall be expressed 
in the advertisement, and first entered upon, and 
determined, before any other business is proposed. 

XV. 

At the General Quarterly Meeting of Christmas, 
thirty Governors shall be annually elected to the 
office of Directors, for managing and conducting 
the affairs of the Charity ; any three of whom to 
be a quorum ; they shall meet the first Wednesday 
in every month; and at their last meeting in 

every 
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every quarter, they shall prepare a report of what 

they have done, to be laid before the General 

Quarterly Meeting. 

XVI. 

The Directors at every Monthly Meeting are to 
choose three from among themselves, as House- 
Visitors for the ensuing month. 

XVII. 

At the Monthly Meeting in December, the 
Directors are to consider of proper persons to suc- 
ceed them for the year ensuing, in which not more 
than two-thirds of the old Directors shall remain. 

XVIII. 

The monthly reports of the Directors shall be 

laid before the General Quarterly Meeting, for 

their consideration and approbation, previous to 

any regulation they may have made passing finally 

into a law. 

XIX. 

No resolution proposed at a General Meeting, 
unless recommended by the Directors, shall be 
entered as a law, until it is confirmed at a suc- 
ceeding General Meeting : the same method shall 
be observed in altering or repealing any law, after 
it shall have been so confirmed. 

XX. 

The Patron, President, Vice-Presidents, Trea- 
surer and Governors for life, shall be entitled to 

attend, 
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attend, and vote as a Director, and as members 
of all Committees. 

XXI. 

No person being himself interested in any mat- 
ter under debate, shall be entitled to vote at any 
such meeting, as a Governor of this Charity. 

XXII. 

No Governor shall be eligible to the office of 
Director, or be appointed to any Committee, who 
is employed as a tradesman to serve the Charity. 

XXIII. 

A Medical Committee shall be annually ap- 
pointed at the General Quarterly Meeting of 
Christmas, consisting of such Governors as prac- 
tise physic, surgery, or pharmacy, except those 
already excepted in the preceding regulation, who 
shall have power at all times to inspect the medi- 
cines and drugs, examine the bills for the same, 
and report, as they shall see occasion, to the Di- 
rectors. 

XXIV. 

Five Auditors shall be annually elected from 
among the Governors at the General Quarterly 
Meeting of Christmas, to examine all the bills 
and accounts of the preceding year; and no in- 
terested person shall be on the audit. 

There 
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XXV. 

There shall be a Chanty Sermon and an An* 
niversary Dinner, on a day appointed by the 
Directors, between the 1st of February and the 1st 
of June, when a full state of the charity shall be 
laid before the Governors, and twelve Stewards be 
made choice of for providing the same ; and that 
the Stewards for the time being be at liberty to 
nominate successors for the year following, and 
so on. 

XXVI. 

No servant of the Chanty shall presume to take 
of any patient any reward or gratuity, directly 
or indirectly, for service done, or to be done, 
on account of the Dispensary. They shall attend 
all meetings, and give all such information, and 
do such business, as may be required by the 
Chairman. 

XXVI I. 

All Elections of officers and servants to this 
Charity shall take place either at a General Quar- 
terly Meeting, or at an extraordinary Meeting of 
the Governors, called together by public adver- 
tisement ; and no person shall be elected to any 
office, unless he shall have offered himself as a 
candidate at least a fortnight previous to the day 
of election. 

If 
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XXVHI. 

If more than one candidate offers for the vacant 
office, the election shall be by ballot, which shall 
commence at eleven o'clock in the morning, and 
finally close at two in the afternoon. 

XXIX. 

The mode of proceeding at all elections shall 
be as follows Two Scrutineers shall be nomi- 
nated and chosen by the majority of the Gover- 
nors present. The Secretary shall procure an 
accurate list of the Governors of the Charity ; and 
the names of each candidate shall be printed on a 
small piece of paper. When any Governor offers 
to vote, his name shall be marked on the list of 
Governors by the Secretary ; and he shall deliver 
the paper containing the name of the candidate 
he means to vote for, into the hands of the Chair- 
man, who shall deposit the same into the glass or 
box provided for the purpose of receiving the 
balloting papers. At the closing of the ballot, 
the Chairman and Scrutineers shall retire to an- 
other apartment ; and after casting up the poll, 
report which candidate has the majority of the 
votes, on which he shall be declared duly elected. 

xxx r 

All disputes concerning elections shall be de* 
termined by the majority of the Governors pre- 
sent. — In all cases of an equality of ballots of 

votes. 
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totes, the Chairman for the time being, is en- 
titled to a second, or casting ballot or vote. 

XXXI. 

Peers, Ladies, and Members of Parliament, 
Governors of this Charity, may vote by Proxy at 
all Elections. 

XXXII. 

Whenever any vacancy is declared at a General 
Meeting, or at the Monthly Meeting of Direc- 
tors, not more than six weeks, nor less than one 
month shall be allowed for filling up the same. 

At all elections, Subscribers of one guinea per 
annum have one vote ; subscribers of two guineas 
per annum, and Governors for life, two votes } 
Subscribers of larger sums, a proportionable num- 
ber of votes, according to the sum subscribed. 

No Governor in arrears, or any new Subscriber, 
shall vote at any election, but those who have 
paid their subscription one week preceding such 
election ; but that any old Governor in arrears be 
entitled to vote on paying up his arrears any time 
previous thereto. 

TREASURER. 

He shall receive the subscription of any person 
who may wish to become a Governor. — He may 
order the Collector to pay into his hands what 
money he may have collected, every month, or 
oftener, if he thinks proper; and pay such 

Tradesmen's 
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Tradesmen's Bills as may be approved by the 
Directors ; and at every General Quarterly Meet- 
ing he shall report what Money he has in his 
hands, which if thought necessary, shall either 
be deposited with one of the Bankers, or placed 
in the public Funds. 

DIRECTORS. 

They shall take into consideration matters 
concerning the well conducting the ordinary 
affairs of the Chanty, and whenever they judge 
proper to propose any , new regulations, they 
shall lay the same before the next General Quar- 
terly Meeting for confirmation. They shall ap- 
point three from among themselves every month 
as House-visitors ; to superintend the observance 
of all the foregoing regulations, for the good 
management of this Dispensary. 

They shall examine the several Tradesmen's 
Accounts, and order payment of those, which 
have past a due inspection ; and if any office is 
vacated by death or otherwise, they shall have 
power of appointing whomsoever they may ap- 
prove, until the election for the same, according 
to the regulation, can take place. 

HOUSE VISITORS. 

All or any of them may attend as often as con- 
venient, either at the hours of business at the 
Dispensary, or at any other time of the day they 
Itiay think proper} to inspect the conduct of the 

officers 
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officers and servants ; to see that the patients 
behave with strict propriety, and that the busi- 
ness of the Charity, in conformity to the regula- 
tions, is in every respect well conducted ; and at 
the Monthly Meeting of the Directors, report 
such matters as they may judge necessary. 

PHYSICIAN, 

He shall attend at the Dispensary every day, 
(Sundays excepted) to give advice to the pa- 
tients, and visit such patients at their own abode, 
whose cases render them unable to attend, pro- 
vided they reside within the limits of the Charity. 

If he is indisposed, or otherwise prevented 
attending his duty, he shall find another Physi- 
cian to execute his office. 

SURGEON. 

He shall attend at the dispensary every day, 
(Sundays excepted) to examine all those patients 
who come under his care, and visit such patients 
at their own abode, whose cases render them 
unable to attend, provided, they reside within 
the limits of the Charity. If indisposed, ,or pre- 
vented attending his duty, he shall act as direct- 
ed for the Physician. 

ACCOUCHEUR. 

He shall attend at the Dispensary every day in 
the week, to examine all those patients who 
come under his care, and at their own abode, all 

those 
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those whose cases render them unable to attend : 
also at difficult labours when called upon. 

APOTHECARY. 

* 

He shall constantly; reside in the house to re- 
ceive letters of recommendation, and compound 
and dispense the medicines prescribed, and shall 
not undertake, or attend any business 1 Whatever 
but that of the Charity. 

He shall take care of the utensils and medi- 
cines of the Dispensary, and see' that norte be 
wasted, spoiled, or embezzled ; and that all the 
apartments are kept always in order, fit for the 
reception of the officers, and for the use of the 
Directors, or any Committee. 

He shall on no account absent himself from 
the house without leaving a note where he is to 
be met with on any emergency, and then taking 
care to have a substitute remain there until his 
return. He shall not absent himself one whole 
day and night, without leave first obtained from 
either the President, Vice-Presidents, the Trea- 
surer, Directors, or one of the House-visitors, 
in which case he shall provide another Apothe- 
cary to do the business for him, with the appro- 
bation of such person or persons who granted 
such leave of absence. He shall examine the 
rights of the letters of recommendation, and keep 
regular books, with a register of the patients 
under cure, whether belonging to the Phy- 

b sician 
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sieian, or Surgedn or Accoucheur; whether 
at home, or attending patients; their time of 
admission ; on whose recommendation admitted j 
and when discharged. 

SECRETARY 

He shall attend all General Meetings and 
Elections, and Monthly Meetings of the Direc- 
tors, at the appointed hour. 

He shall keep the Proceedings of the Charity 
in a methodical manner, and in proper books ; 
and do all such business as is required, and com- 
monly done by the Secretary of other Charities. 

COLLECTOR. 

He shall collect subscriptions to this Charity 
regularly, under the Treasurer's direction, to 
whom he shall pay them as often as required. 
He shall produce two or more securities for the 
approbation of the Directors, to be bound with 
him in a bond, in the penalty of ^100. for the 
faithful performance of his official duty. 

PATIENTS. 

The Dispensary is open for the reception of 
Recommendatory Letters, every morning (Sun- 
days excepted) at 12 o'clock. 

All patients, without any limitation in respect 
to residence, if properly recommended, are pre- 
scribed for, and furnished with medicines, pro- 
vided they attend at the appointed hour.

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Such patients who are not able to attend at the- 
Dispensary, will be visited at their own habita- 
tions ; the Distance of which not exceeding two 
miles from the Dispensary. 

Any patient on being discharged at the Dis- 
pensary, shall leave their Letter of Admission, 
and receive a Letter' of Thanks to the Governor 
who recommended them, which they shall im- 
mediately deliver, on pain of not receiving any 
future benefit from this Charity.
